Lodge at night. Elected again to serve as 
Junior Deacon for the ensuing year. of- 
ten serve as Senior Deacon by reason of 
Dr. Barker’s absence. 
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of Wednesday, January 3. 


Collectsd $24 -semi-annual interest on 
Mrs. Elizabeth Estey‘s mortgage and passed 
it over to John W. Anderson. Paid for 
thrce cords of wood at John D. Hart’s 
and ord<cred three cords more. Also paid 
for C. B. Chase. 

Settled up Derry Grange dues for the year 
ensuing to Dec. 31, 1906, both for myself 
and Jerome. My appointment as trustee 
under the will of Lucy J. McMurphy, with 
copy of the will given into care of Derry 
National Bank to enable them to sell sin 
shares of 2nd National Bank stock of Bos- 
ton, Mass. 


Thursday, January 4. 


Bought haddock of Mr. Gillispie for to- 
morrow. Bought potatoes of Philip Howe. 
His prices are higher than Annis’s at West 
Derry. When John W. Anderson takes me 
out riding I usually bring home a supply 
of groceries from Annis’s because there is 
a saving on everything. I have read the 
American of Boston, published by Million- 
aire W. R. Hearst of San Francisco. It is 
a one cent paper and very popular. He 
has papers in several other cities.

Friday, January 5. 


Rev. A. Y. Fisher brings mea horse radish 
sauce about once a week, made by himself. 
I have patronized him for several years, 
buying about every kind of article he brings 
around to sell. Went to the farm in the 
afternoon took supper there with mother, 
sister and Miss Emily Hall, then walked 
with Jennie to West Derry together at in- 
stallation of officers at the Eastern Star. 
Mrs. Burlingame of Exeter there to instai. 
them. Banquet, after, Jennie went home 
in carriage and I walked to my home, went 
to bed about 1 a. m. 


Saturday, January 6. 


Arthur L. Senter leased my Morrison or- 
chard, year ago, sends me $5 lose in letter 
for half years rent. Otis Chickering busy 
up till late at night. Brought some books 
from Library at West Derry. We sit up 
very late, scarcely ver going to bed before 
half past eleven. He would not go to bed 
at all, if there was anybody to sit up with 
him. The only way to keep awake for him 
is to be on the move, he cannot keep awake 
sitting up in a chair, 
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Sunday, January 7. 


Preached and gave the Holy Communion 
at the church of the Transfiguration. Mrs. 
S. H. Bell organist in the morning. At- 
tend:d Sunday schoo! and heard Bible 
Class. Wm. D. Gilman acted as Supt. 1! 
read Bishop’s Pastoral in the evening. Miss 
Babcock played the organ. 

Generally I wrote to wife, daughter anu 
son Sunday nights. Both children are en- 
gaged to be married; the daughter to Prof. 
Ross Spence, of University of West Virginia 
and the son to Miss Mabel Pullen of New- 
tonville, Mass. 


Monday, January 8. 


Before I was out of bed, came John Tay- 
lor to pay me rent for Campbell house in 
Londonderry. Today paid for renewal of Fi- 
delity Bond $15, and several other Dills. 
Mrs. Henry Cody paid me for house rent. 
My five Pelham studentg returned to-night 
to go into Pinkerton Academy tomorrow, 
this is the last year for four of them, C. 
Winthrop Hobbs, Carl Hillman, Blanche 
Hiliman and Florence Marsh. Richard 
Currier hag another year after this. 
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Tuesday, January 9. 


Sent for church annuals for Edward L. 
Gilman and Edward T. Nicholl. They 
asked asked me to provide them with one. 
My reading table is well furnished for the 
year. I have Munsey, McClure, Pearson, 
Cosmopolitan, Review of Reviews, Church 
Eclectic, churchman, Living Church, Derry 
News, Derry Enterprise, Christian Heralds 
Success, Madam, Farm Journal etc. Attend- 
ed St. Marks Lodge, after taking Jennie to 
the grange for installation of officers, paid 
mother for C. H. A. Had supper there be- 
fore coming home. Sat up till midnight 
with Otis and talked. 


Wednesday, January 10. 


Young Pettengill here before breakfast 
to pay interest on his father’s bond. Rev. 
A. V. Fisher sold me a lot of Larkin’s 
household foods. Rode about with John 
W. Anderson, called on the Nevinses. Col- 
lected money at Shoeshop. Bought pota- 
toes, eggs, snaps, biscuits and other prov- 
isions, bread, pie and doughnuts. Mr. C. B. 
Chase sitting by me reading tonight and 
talking over the ballot of last night. John 
H. Bell, elected. 
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Thursday, January 11. 


Otis went up to the farm in the morning 
and remained till night, cutting up pine 
wood for kindling. I wag about home till 
afternoon, then called at the Folsoms and 
at the Babcocks making an engagement 
for Miss Susie A. Babcock to play the organ 
at both services next Sunday. At night I 
attended meeting of Royal Arch Chapter 
acting as Captain of the Host at initiation 
of three candidates. 


Friday, January 12. 


Miss Mary EB. Houston of Plymouth, N. H., 
here to consult my books on genealogy 
She is a churchwoman. In the afternoon I 
was at the farm, took my sister out driv 
ing, calling about West Derry. Collected 
a monthly payment of John C. Davis. 
After putting up the horse I ate supper 
with the family, mother, sister and Miss 
Emily: S. Hail. Came home. Otis took 
supper at the Central parlors. 


Saturday, January 13. 


Wr ote my ee for tomorrow, and at 
tended to mail miatter. Went ‘to the Gil- 
mans to see if my washing was done: 
washing, ironing and mending came to $3, 
but there were 104 pieces. Went to West 
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Derry for provisions at the bakers. Bought 


the usual quarters worth. In the evening 
William D. Gilman called and talked about 
S. S. and singing, sat up quite late. Otis 
being at West Derry and Library until a 
late hour. 

Sunday, January 14. 

Arose about 8.30 a. m., dressed for 
church, breakfasted. Helped to distribute 
books at church. Miss §S. A. Babcock play- 
ed the organ, and made a success of _ it. 
After service I took the Sunday school in 
hand, we sang many hymns. At night I 
wrote letters to all my family and some 
others, again setting up till late. Snow 
has fallen in small flakes about all day, 
rather dull outlook. 

Monday, January 15. 


Visited the Bank, about depositing, and 
considering the payment of inheritance tax 
on Charles E.. Burnham’s Boston Bank 
stock, decided to pay Saas a ff 20. Rode to 
Mary A. Duitys.. Got L. H. Pillsbury to 
make mortgage deed for her, loaned he: 
three hundred dollars to finish her new 
house. At night° attended the banquet of 
the Board of Trade, eighty plates at Hotel 
Bradford, closed at midnight and. came 
home to go to bed, 
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Tuesday, January 16. 


Got breakfast, nine, attended to mail. 
Spent a good part of day making an inven- 
tory of my estate for December 31, 1905. 
Wert to West Derry, got the mail there. 
Miss Cornelia James of Manchester in going 
west, asked me for addiess of wife and son,. 
Pelham lodgers pay their weeks rent $2.50. 
Chas. B. Chase pays a months rent $5.00. 
To night I am reading “Romantic Ireland’ 
by Mrs. Mansfield. 


Wednesday, January 17. 


Charles A. Burnham here with order of 
wife for $26.00. She is over drawing her 
income. Bought beefsteak and pork of 
Mr. Varney. The two steaks, potatoes and 
onions for dinner. In afternoon went by 
West Derry, called for rent at Girards-and 
at Cody’s. Took mail to the farm, looked 
over mother‘s bank books to see if any were 
full. Jennie will try to go to Lowell 
banks tomorrow. Took supper with them 
at the farm, came home at 6:30. Otis at 
annual meeting of Central church. 


Thursday, January 18. 
Light snow storm in progress this morn- 
ing. Walter E. Hill here and talking about 
his uncle, Charles Wilson now at West 
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Derry, and very unhappy. Went to farm 
in afternoon, harnessed the horse, and 
fetched Jennie from the railroad station 
at 4 p. m. 

Took tea atthe farm, walked home to the 
village. Dressed and attended Royal Arch 
Chapter meeting, having duties there, 
worked two degrees on Dr. L. G. Dearborn. 

Friday, January 19. 


Wrote letters and attended to business 
in morning. Went and visited Mrs. Mary 
Ann Tyler. b. c. at Mrs. Ruth Sargent’s. 
She has dropsy and may not recover. She 
was born and lived all her life in New 
York City. Read a part of the visitation 
office with her and Mrs. 8S. Boiler explos- 
ion, Annis Co., N. Londonderry. In the 
evening attended singing practice at Mrs.S. 
H. Bells. Nine present besides myself. Mrs. 
Bell was present with a little child. Went 
to bed at eleven. 


Saturday, January 20. 


There came by mail a certificate for 
$1,225.00 on deposit at Derry National Bank, 
as net for sale of six shares of 2nd Nat. 
Bk. stock in Boston. 

I am writing on my sermon this after- 
noon. At four went to both  postoffices, 
answered a letter of inquiry at West Derry 
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relative to a vacant house. It is not liable 
to stand empty long. Bought more baker’s 


stuff on way Home, and an American. I 
buy an American almost daily, one ceut. 


Sunday, January 21. 


Warm day not far from 70 degrees F, most 
ofthe day, windows open, One man seen 
smoking sitting out doors in shirt sleeves. 
I had services at W. Derry, preached and 
attended S. S. At main service was a solo 
sung by a Haseltine boy. Mrs. S. H. Bell 
organist. Warm at night, preached extem- 
pore, Miss Babeack played. She does well. 
Returned to find Otis dozing by the stove, 
he has not been out of the house today. 
The letter writing must be attended to. 


Monday, January 22. 


Arose 8:30, breakfast 9, mailed 6 letters, 
read morning papers, O. C. Griffin here to 
talk of business. J. W. Anderson here at 
dinner time, went riding, took mail to farm, 
he left me there. Harnessed and rode out 
with Jennie, called on Mrs. Mary Tyler, 
said prayers, called on Mrs. McDonald, 
dying with consumption. Visited Rand, 
got proofs of my photos, took tea with 
mother, came home. Frogs heard in this 
town and other towns, I heard one at 
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Bradford’s to night, piped several times. 
Mrs Cody put me off till tonight. Jos D. 
Owens here for $100 on his land, Mr.Chas: 
showed me some photos. 


Tuesday, January 23. 


- In forenoon paid and took up all my notes 
at Derry National Bank. Bought beef and 
pork steaks at Wilson’s market. In after- 
noon sat without fire in the house 70 degrees 
F. Three days past of summer heat} doors 
and windows open. Received call from C. A. 
Burnham, inquiring about inheritance tax. 
George E. Pinkham put me off another week. 
Sent $226.10 to City Treas. Racine, Wis. 
This year’s taxes including paving in front 
of 1131 Villa St. Wrote R. M. Royal io keep 
after tenants of 920 Park and get something. 


Wednesday, January 24. 


Arose at 8, took light breakfast, gathered 
my vestments and communion set, went 
to Mrs. Ruth Sargent’s, administered sacra- 
ment to her and her sick sister, Mrs. Mary 
EK. Tyler, returned to give direction to 
artist Leo H, Rand about photos also to 
Banker J. B, Bartlett about inheritance 
tax. Spent afternoon at home. Got smal} 
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quantity of wine for communion on the way. 
Wine is not an article of commerce in Derry 
just now. People go to Manchester for. 
liquors. 


Thursday, January 25. 


Arose at 8.30, breakfast at 9. Morning 
prayer, observing the church festival of 
the conversion of St. Paul. Bought hulled 
corn of Thom. Marsh, there was a woman 
with him in the wagon. He was once a 
tenant of mine, occupying for. five or six 
years. 

Ham and eggs for dinner. Visited West 
Derry and the post office after dinner. 
Beautiful day, children here to sell tickets 
to an art exhibit at Adams Memorial hall, 
for the purpose of raising money to de- 
corate school house. 


Friday, January 26. 


Breakfast 9. Rev. A. V. Fisher sold me 
corn cakes and horse radish to day. After 
dinner went by West Derry postoffice and 
carried mail to the farm. Present there ou 
this early afternoon, mother, sister, Miss 
Hall, Miss Pinkham, Miss Bradford. Mr. 
Hall, Mr. Clark and myself, took supper 
there. Came home, Then to Mrs. Bell’s 
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at West Derry to attend choir singing. 
There was a concert at Pinkerton Academy 
to night, the two Miss Warners, princi- 
pals. 


Saturday, January 27. 


Pelham lodgers went home on early train. 
Joseph here to engage hay. Boys cme in 
afternoon to get it. While they were load- 
ing J. D. Hart brought me a cord and a 
half of Oak wood. Mrs. Cody sent me by 
two little girls a week’s rent. Mrs. Codys 
mother is very sick, and Mrs. Cody is tak- 
ing care of her. I am going to Manches- 
ter on the express, 4 p. m., to be with Mrs. 
C. R. Bainley over Sunday for services. 

Answered telephone this forenoon. Mad2 
date to take funeral at grace church. 


Sunday, January 28. 


Breakfast with Mrs. Bailey. Preached 
at St. Andrews 10.45 about 67 present at 
Sunday school 80. Took dinner at Mrs. 
Bailey‘s. Went to Goffstown and preached 
at St. Mathew’s about 52 present. Preach- 
ed at St. Andrews at 6:30. Same number 
as in morning. The church is very res- 
ponsive, good choir of 18. Late supper 
talked over the days work and matters of 
‘nterest in the church. Went to bed at 
11:45 and slept soundly. 
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Monday, January 29. 


Arose at 8:30, breakfast. Beautiful 
weather as it has been for two weeks. Went 
to Grace church and conducted the funeral 
of Mrs. Sullivan at 11 o‘clock. She wag a 
member of that church and Sunday school. 
Remained in Manchester until 4:35 and re- 
turned to Derry. Mrs. W. F. Madden 
brought me home on Business. Mr. Doran 
paid me rent, also Mr. Pinkham. Mr. 
Richardson here in the evening, also Mr. 
Chase, to bed at 11:30. 


Tuesday, January 30. 


Arose at 8, to attend to a caller who 
wanted to rent a house for himself and 
wife. Walter Hill came in after breakfast, 
talked an hour away. After dinner went by 
West Derry postoffice and so carried mail to 
the farm, took supper with them. Return- 
ed home at six. At night attended St. 
Mark’g lodge, acted as Senior Deacon to 
give John H. Bell his Entered Apprentice 
degree. Came home to read magazines and 
go to hed. 


Wednesday, January 31. 


Arose at 8. Mr. Morgrain here, took my 
vacant Clarkville house and paid six dollars 
down for a months rent. Walter Hill here 
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after breakfast an hour. Went to the farm, 
had dinner there, drove to North London- 
derry with Jennie, calling on Willian. 
Clark, Mrs. David Perkins, Mrs. Roxana 
Corning, Mrs. Proctor, and at Annis store 
and ©. H. Alexanders. Supper at mothers. 
Home at 7. Bringing potatoes and bread 
from store. 

Bare ground and mild weather contin- 
ues. 


Thursday, February 1. 


Arose at 8:15, breakfast at 9. Morning 
prayer as usual declined for lack of time to 
ride with John Anderson. Loaned John 
Murdock ten dollars on his note. After 
dinner went to farm, took Jennie driving 
mother deposited $125 in Nutfield Savings 
bank, newly opened at West Derry. Re- 
turned from farm with vestments and bak- 
ers stuff. Left Hattie Gibson with mother 
Wrote one new sermon for Sunday on “The 
Feast of Purification’, collected nine dol- 
lars rent of Mrs, Joseph Decourcey. 


Friday, February 2. 


Arose at 8:15, breakfast, attended to mail 
and eallers. After dinner went to West 
Derry. Cold afternoon following some 
weeks of warm, dry weather. Edward Gil- 
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man wants card to attend consecration of 
the coadjuctor on the 9th. Grange enter- 
tainment last night, largely attended. Ben- 
jamin Chase and family are going to Egypt 
and Holy Land, they start next Monday. 
Miss Harriet Chase here tonight, bringing 
me souvenir postal cards with pictures of 
this house photographed on them. 


Saturday, February 3. 


Arose 8:30. Pelham lodgers were here 
till this morning. They attended a recep- 
tion to Juniors last night. After dinner I 
went to West Derry, took the mail, went 
to Madden lot, paid C. H. Alexander for 
cutting pine top cord wood, thence to 
mother’s and delivered mail. Miss Hall 
walked to Derry, visited her aunt, Kate 
Hall. I came back by West Derry for a 
derby hat, and provisions at bakery. Got 
kerosene and mail at Derry. Spent evening 
at home with Mr. Chase. 


Sunday February 4. 


Arose at 8:30 breakfast 9. Preached at 
West Derry and gave communion. Attend- 
ed Sunday school and taught the Bible 
class. Dinner at home. Preactted 9 at 
night, came home and ate supper, sat up 
late writing letters to wife, daughter, son 
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and others. Arranged for music next Sun- 
day with Miss Susie Babcock as organist. 
She is a very good player. The weather is 
fine. No storm as expected. Ground still 
bare. 


Monday, February 5. 


Arose at 8.30, breakfast, oatmeal, dough- 
nuts and coffee, attended to mail. Rea 
mained at home during day. Mailed $22 to 
Derry Water Works Co. for six months ser- 
vice. Mailed $5 to Geo I. McAllister for 
ducs in Commandery and Council. 

Arthur M. Emery drove and took me to 
Manchester, we attended the Council, a 
visitation of Grand Officers and work. 
Fine ent¢rtainment. Returned and reach- 
ed home at 1:20 o’clock. 


Tuesday, February 6. 


Arose 8:30, breakfast at 9. Attended to 
letters after prayers. Read ritual of Coun- 
cil. After dinner called on J. W. Bean, Mrs 
Sargent and sister, Mrs. Taylor. head 
prayers for the sick there, called on Mrs. 
T. J. Burns and baby, Visited the photo- 
egrapher Rand. found pictures in four pos- 
tures done, six of each, and brought them 
home, fasted from supper to attend Master

Today has been cold, we feel it on otal 
of the long mild spell of weather. 


Wednesday, February 7. 


Arose 8:30, oatmeal, milk and sugar 
doughnuts and coffee, breakfast. Attended 
to mail, got six cards, reserved seats to 
consecration of Rev. E. M. Parker to be 
Bishop of N. H., at St. Paul’s, Concord. 
Gave them to Dr. and Mrs. Bell, Mr. Packer 
and E. T. Nicholl, E. L. Gilman and my 
sister. Dinner, beefsteak, pork steak, 
onions, potatoes, brown bread, white bread, 
&c. Mr. Anderson carried me to farm in 
afternoon with mail for mother and Jennie 
and Miss Hall. In the evening attended 
rehearsal of music for next Sunday at Mrs. 
Bell’s. Received $5 of Mrs. Girard for rent. 
$10.50 from church. 


Thursday, February §8. 


Arose at 8:30, breakfast. Remained at 
home. Miss House called to see about a 
tenement, wants a place for her father who 
is on the Ballou farm. 

Attended the Royal Arch Chapter meet- 
ing tonight. Visited by Grand High Priest, 
Joshua Hunt. Worked Most Excellent 
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Masters degree . There was a_ banquet 
after, and speeches. Got home at 12 
o*‘clock went to bed at 12.40. Must be up 
early tomorrow. 


Friday, February 9. 


Arose 6.30 breakfast at West Derry, 
snowstorm. Went on 8 o’clock train to 
Concord with four others to attend cvconse- 
cration. It was a great function, choir of 
70, about the same number of clergy, 6 
bishops. Met my old Racine lay reader, 
Rey. Augustine Elmendorf, brother-in-law to 
new bishop, dinner at Eagle hotel, crowd 
in spite of storm. Elmendorf came cown 
on train. Rev. John Gregson came nome 
with me for supper and to stay tonight, he 
will be at Manchester Sunday. 


Saturday, February 10. 


Rev. John Gregson occupied the south 
chamber last night, breakfasted with us. 
Walter Hill came in and we had four pres- 
ent at morning prayers. Mr. Gregson 
called on his cousins, the Bartletts, and 
was back with us for dinner. He went to 
Manchester on the afternoon train. I 
finished sermon at two last night (this 
morning) Mr. Murdock brought me two 
bushels of potatoes. I went to the depot, 
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got two packages from the express, bought 
beef and pork and bakers stuff. Wm. Gir- 
ard paid five dollars on rent. Snow on 
ground. 


Sunday, February 11. 


Arose at 8:30, oatmeal, rolls and coffee. 
Crisp cold morning. Preached at 10:45, 
Sunday school at 12:15, came home and 
found dinner ready at 2 p.m. Baked beaas, 
brown bread, rolls, doughnuts and coffee. 
Attended evening service, distributed con- 
vention Journals and church papers. Every- 
body had something to say about the late 
consecration at Concord. Gave Mrs. Gil- 
nan my new surplice to laundry the em- 
broidery is very pretty, done by E. B. Fhil- 
lips at Barton‘s. 


Monday, February 12. 


John Taylor rang the bell before I was 
out of bed. I came down hurrying in my 
night gown and let him in. He paid a 
months rent on my campbell place. Sent 
check $30.60 to Myron Richardson and $2 
to the Consistory grand secretary. Collected 
rent $9. of Mrs. Wm. Sweezy , $2 of Mrs. 
Codey, $2.50 of Pelham lodgers. Rode 
with John Anderson to farm. There he left. 
I harnessed and rode with Jennie to depot, 
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returned for supper at farm. Came home 
found kitchen full of people, Rev. C. L. 
Merriam, wife, daughter and dozen others. 
Attending Carl Hillman’s birthday. 


Tuesday, February 13. 


Breakfast about 9, Otis went up directly 
to the farm to be there for dinner and cut 
“up some fire wood for which he will get a 
little money. I dined alone. The rent of 
940 Park Ave., $140, behind had to be put 
on a mortgage. It has been done. After 
dinner went to West Derry, got tea and bak- 
ers stuff. Otis came home 6:30 without 
supper, had lost one shoe on the road, 
dropped from his arms. C. B. Chase paid 
a months rent of room. 


Wednesday, February 14. 


Arose 8:30, breakfast 9. Repairer of 
clocks came along, engaged him to clean 
my 8 day clock and my watch,, cost 90c 
collected interest of John C. Davis, $5; 
Christopher O’Hara $23.94, S. P. Tewksbury 
$5, driving about with Jennie. The day 
was fine. Mother paid me for two bushels 
of potatoes that were delivered by John

“Murdock including ‘bag, $1.64. "Took supper 
at the farm,’ and came” home about 6:30. 
Read till about’ midnight. Otis and Charles 
here. 


Thursday, February 15. 


Went to Derry National Bank deposited 
$85.50, drew out’ an even $100, and put into 
the Derry Savings Bank taking out a book. 
Came back’ and ‘studied Council Ritual the 
remainder of the day. At night met with 
L. B: Hardy, Arthur M. Emery and Charles 
B. Chase at the Masonic Hall and together 
read over’ all the Ritual’ possible in two 
hours. Purposing to -organize a council 
in Derry if permission is granted by the 
Grand Council. 


Friday, February 16. 


Attended to callers, Walter E. Hill was 
here early Charles A. Burnham came and 
got $20 on his wife’s account. Otis went 
to the farm to cut up fire wood in the shed. 
John Anderson here at one, went out rid-— 
ing with him, gave him $12 for 1000 cigars 
we passed through many parts of London- 
derry on the Mammoth road and beyond. 
returned near night, somewhat chilled, but 
the day was lovely, Otis came home about 
seven. At home for the evening. 
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sSaturday,.February. 17. 


Arose 8:30, breakfast .9. mail brought 
Jettcrs,.and, $1.61. from, Rev. John Gregson. 
borrowed when,he . was. here, G. _ Waldo 
_ Brown,..,editor of. Granite. State Magazine 
here, in. forenoon, wanted me to write up

Manning, Mrs. Girard, Mr. Pinkham, Mrs. 
Lewis. Sent Rt. Rev. E. M. Parker check 
for $300, my pledge and mother’s toward 
our new church. At noon Dennis Bergeron

came with $303, to pay up his dues on 
house, he bought of Mrs. Poor, 

After dinner I deposited with the First 
National Bank and went to mother’s, sat 
with her and Jennie two hours. Came home 
for supper. Russell, Madam Drake and I 
sang after supper. 

‘Tuesday, September 25. 

a4, barrels of cement brought by Holmes 
and Wheeler to make hard bottom to house 
cellar. 8 of them about one hour later broke 
down the barn floor and went through into 
the cellar, carrying a wagon and other 
things along with them. Drove out 
with Jennie in the afternoon. 

Edward Gibson came up on the 4:11 p. m. 
train, called on mother, thence to village 
walking with me across fields. 

Wednesday, September 26. 

Loads of sand on the lawn. More barrels 
of cement. Twombley and Poorly leveling 
the cellar bottom and setting new posts 
under the floor. Afternoon called on Mrs. 
Girard and got rent, called on Mr. Davis 
and got a payment. Heard Mrs. Manning 
will move, C. F. Chase will try to sell his 
home place for $1200. Horace Rowe offers 
him $1,000. Paid Henry Kehoe for cleaning 
a vault at Alfred Morgrains. 
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Thursday, September 27. 

Equinoxial rain storm came in the night 
and lasted through the forenoon. 

Otis carried mail to mother and sister 
and returned hungry for supper. 

I called at the Gilman’s talked of the 
baby’s baptism, also of a house or tene- 
ment for Mrs. W. D. Gilman. Mrs. Ten- 
ney still at work on Russell’s dresses. 
Doorg and windows open in the afternoon 
when the sunshine appeared. 


Friday, September 28. 


Two men at work leveling the cellar, 
floors and beams, putting in new timber 
and posts, they are cementing the walls 
of the cellar and the bottom. Went to 
mother’s in the afternoon, drove out with 
Jennie, calling at Irving Coburn’s, Alexand- 
ers, Parshleys, Maddens, Corthels and west 
Derry stores. Fine afternoon. Took tea 
at mother’s. Came home, Russell, Mrs. 
Tenney and Otis went to the Cong, Parlors 
for a ten cent supper and social. 


Saturday, September 29. 

Wrote a sermon in the forenoon, called 
on several tenants, Manning, Thereau. 
Lewis gave Mrs. Lewis an order on L. H. 
Pillsbury, for glass. Mrs. Doran paid 
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months rent, so did Mrs. Lewis $7.00 for 
my house in Clarksville. Madam Tenney 
finished her sewing and went home to Bos- 
ton on the last train 9 a. m. Russell went 
to train with Madam, using John Melvin’s 
horse and carriage. 


‘Sunday, September 30. 


Attended church, Mr. Flanders preached. 
Did not remain to Sunday school. Otis and 
I went to East Derry and through Forest 
Hil cemetery after dinner. Russell and I 
were at evening service. Mr. Flanders 
used Tallis setting for choral, we respond- 
ed in harmony. This is my off day, not 
having to preach. Fire in the sitting room 
very comforting for the night air is cold. 


Monday, October 1. 


Men at work still in the cellar, cement- 
ing and painting and whitewashing walls. 
Mrs. Amanda Mellows came on two o’clock 
train bringing a trunk to make a visit. 

I attended meeting of trustees of Nut- 
field Savings Bank at 4 p. m., quorum of 
eight presen Collected rent mine dol- 
lars of Mrs. DeCoursey. 

Evening cool, we have wood fires in sit- 
ting room and kitchen all day. 
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Tuesday, October 2, 


Called at W. S & R. W. Pillsbury’s shop 
to collect some rent through the pay-roll 
Went into bank with R. W. to answer dir- 
ector’s letter. 

Went to farm, Irving Coburn shingling 
the house. Miss Addie Corthell calling on 
mother. Drove to West Derry to collect 
Jennie’s rent. Dinner at the farm. Sup- 
per at home with Mrs. Mellows, Russell 
and Otis. Attended St. Mark’s Lodge in 
the evening. Home at 10 p. m. 


Wednesday, October 3. 


Telephone agent called with horsa 
and wagon. We went to Mrs. R. Joseph 
Clarks and talked of putting telephone 
wires across her fields to mother’s. We 
also went to the next house, Mrs. Mitch- 
elis, then around to mother’s, nothing con- 
cluded. 

Mrs. Mellows and Russell drove to 
mother’s in afternoon, having John Ander- 
son’s horse. My cellar is looking fine us- 
ing Portland cement for the bottom. 
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Thursday, October 4. 

Rode with Dr. H. W. Newell to Tenney 
Major’s, thence to Scobys’ pond and back 
by Davidson’s home. The men here are 
nearly done with cementing cellar bottom.

Mrs. Mil- 
timore and daughter in-law where at moth- 
er’s. Russell and I sang by the organ, 
several songs to-night, 


Friday, October 5. 


The masons finished cementing the cel- 
lar at noon. Afternoon I dressed and went. 
to the farm. Jennie declined to go to the 
Kastern Star, Mrs. Mellows and Russell 
also decided not to go after I had made ar- 
rangements for a special car and contrib- 
uted to the banquet. I did not go myseli 
but remained at home, reading the evening 
papers and Living Church. . 


Saturday, October 6.

Windy aut- 
umn evening. 


Sunday, October 7. 


Went to West Derry and read sermon 
and preached at 10:45 a. m. Took the 
Bible class and Sunday school 12:15. Read 
evening Prayers and preached at 6:30 p. m, 
Wm. Powell read the lessons. 

Mrs. Mellows has a cold and remains 
indoors all day. Russell attended evening 
services with me. Otis with cold remains 
indoors all day too. 


Monday, October 8. 


Remained at home in the forenoon. Af- 
ter dinner started with Otis for the 
farm, met G. Waldo Brown, returned to 
talk to him about publishing some works, 
introduced him to Amanda. Later went to 
farm, harnessed the horse into farm wagon, 
with Jennie and Otis, I picked nine or ten 
bags of apples, Baldwins and greensweets, 
returned at 6:30 p. m. for supper. John 
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Cunningham called on me at the farm and 
offered to buy the Johnson house and’ lat 
in East Derry. i 


Tuesday, October 9. 

Went to West Derry in the morning, col- 
lected interest of Mr. Pettengill. The 
steam heater was put into cellar. this: 
morning. — 

Went to West Derry p. m., got several 
insurance policies of Mr. Kingsbury. 
Brought from depot an altar marble top 
and retable, a gift for the new church, 
stored it in the shed. Mrs. Taylor and 
Miss Ella Eastman called, also Mr. Buzzle 
the telephone agent. He wants to give me 
an independent line. 


Wednesday, October 10. 


Paid Louis M. Packer three hundred 
dollars on work done in my cellar, cement- 
ing, &c., and steam heater &c. Went into 
the public library room for half an hour. 
Attended bank meeting 4 p. m. Rode to 
farm with F. N. Young to get notes on a 
certain deed of land. Mr. and Mrs. Huytee 
here this evening, Mrs. Corson and Mrs. 
Sprague called to see if I am going to the 
Hannah Dustin reunion at Haverhill to- 
morrow. Mrs. Mellows is still here. 
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Thursday, October 11. 


Collected Mrs. Sweezey’s rent of nine dol- 
lars on way to farm. Otis, Jennie and I 
gathered Rhode Island Greenings and 
Greensweets in the old sheep pasture after 
dinner. We came home at six for supper. 
After supper I attended R. A. Chapter meet- 
ing to make M. M. M of Dr. James O. 
Harriman, Reed Page Clark was there and 
took the S. O.’s part in the work. 

Came home at 10 p. m., went to bed at 
11 p. m. 


Friday, October 12. 


Mrs. Mellows is still here, visiting Aunt 
Hannah by day and sleeping in our guest 
chamber nights. The men are at work set- 
ting ten radiators and the pipe to the steam- 
heater. Otis and I went to the farm and 
with Jennie picked Baldwin apples on my 
James MacMurphy place. The apples are 
large and fair. Came home at six o’clock 
for tea. Russell gave uS a warm supper 
and desert. 

Read and sung duets with Russell by the 
organ accompaniment. 
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Saturday, October 13. 


Remained at home in the morning. Mrs. 
Mellows went to Manchester on the 9:45 
and returned at 3:30 p. m. Russell went 
to mothers about 10 a. m., there to dinner, 
returned at 5 p. m., Mr, Chickering got 
our dinner following Russell’s menu. 

John Anderson came at 5 p. m. and we 
went riding one hour. I wrote one sermon 
and part of another. Mr. Chase came in 
at 9 p. m. and we talked a while. 


Sunday, October 14.

$60, trade called off got John W. Ander- 
son’s horse and wagon, drove about with 
Russell, to stores and to mother’s. Took 
dinner at home, went to farm, drove out 
with Jennie to stores &c. returned, there 
for supper. Otis was at the farm all day. 
We came home at 6:30. Mrs. Mellows still 
here. Russell had three letters from Ross 
by today’s mails. Men began repairs at 
Abbott house, building back piazza. 


Tuesday, October 16. 


Mr. Chickering went to the farm in the 
forenoon and worked for mother all day 
getting dinner and supper there. The 
plumbers are here at work on the steam 
pipes. O. C. Griffin and Mr. Martin finished 
building a new piazza at my Abbott house, 
and came here and repaired the barn floor, 
broken through by the 10 barrels of cem- 
ent that went down. I met Dr. Bell and 
Mr. Packer at tthe new church and looked 
at the carpenters work and quality of 
lumber used. 
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Wednesday, October 17 


Mrs. Bradford here sewing for Russell. 
The masons and plumbers working at the 
steam pipes. 

Mrs. Mellows still with us. Began to 
read Winston Churchill’s Coniston, and 
read steadily most of the day. Went to 
West Derry at night, called on Mrs. Man- 
ning and collected rent, paid some bills for 
lumber and clothing. Sang in the evening 
with Russell. 


Thursday, October 18. 


Mrs. Mellows went away on the express 
to Boston, with trunk. Plumbers here 
working. Mr. Chickering sawing wood, 
several fires used in the house. Read Con- 
iston and finished it 540 pages at night.

Friday, October 19.

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Two men worked on steam-pipes here all 
day. Russell cooked and was at home all 
day.

Saturday, October 20.

Cloudy day, 
but no rain. 
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Monday, October 22. 

Rode with Anderson in the forenoon, 
and collected rents. 

After dinner, took his horse and drov® 
with Russell, up the turnpike, around by 
Scobey’s pond, out to Wilson’s crossing, 
down to mother’s, called there, thence to 
John Moor’s, bought some squashes and cab- 
bags, by depot, home for supper. Mr. Chic- 
kering went to farm for the day. 

Plumbers here, wrapping steam-pipes 
with asbestos. 

Tuesday, October 23. 

Breakfast 7:30. Men here painting steam- 
pipes with aluminum. Otis cutting wood. I 
went to farm at 8. Harnessed and took Jen- 
nie to depot where she met Russell, they 
went to Manchester for the day. I remained 
at mother’s. Mrs. Benjamin Chase and 
daughter, Harriet; called On mother. I gath- 
ered a basket of fine eating apples in my 
field at James MacMurphy farm. Went for 
Jennie at 5. Came home at 6 p. m. 

Wednesday, October 24. 

Attended to mail after breakfast. Went to 
Bank also to John C. Davis, collected inter- 
est. Made out mortgage for Cilia Gustin 
and husband, George D. Gustin, loaning

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them $200. on their new house. They came 
over in the evening and Signed deed and 
note, C. B. Childs and wife expected at Pom- 
ona in East Derry to-morrow, they want to 
meet me there; have not seen him since 1868 
at college; classmate, 


Thursday, October 25. 


Went to West Derry, met Mrs. Gustin, fin- 
ished the mortgage and gave her $200. Came 
home for dinner. Afternoon went to Pomona 
at East Derry, met Curtis B. Childs and wife 
of Hanniker. He is State Inspector of 
granges, 

Otis and Russell came to supper at 
Grange. I gave the invocation at Evening 

Meeting, the open session. We came back 
on Electric car dnd reached home at 10 p.m. 


Friday, October 26. 

Went to farm in the afternon, carrying the 
mail. Harnessed and drove out with Jennie, 
viewed the new church. Made calls on busi- 
ness. Returned to farm, took supper with 
mother, Came home at 5:30 Bo a: 

Read ] papers during the evening and went 
to bed a ten. Wrote part of my sermon, did 
not feel inclined to finish. 
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Saturday, October 27. 

Finished a sermon, expect to go to Man- 
chester to-night, to be the guest of Rev. C.. 
R. Bailey over Sunday to preach for him, 
etc. Otis went to supper at East Derry last 
night a “harvest supper” 15 cents. Went to 
Manchester on the 4:15, thence to Rev. 
Charles R.. Bailey’s, 31 George St., for sup- 
per and to lodge in the guest chamber. 
Went to bed at 11 p. m. 


Sunday, October 28. 


Arose 8 a. m., breakfast 8:45, went to St. 
Andrews with Mr. Bailey, read the prayers 
and preached at 10:45, Mr. Bailey had been 
at home, getting dinner. Afternoon I went 
to Goffstown alone, read Evening Prayer 
and preached at 3:30, returned and had sup- 
per with Mr. and Mrs. Bailey. We three 
went to St. Andrews for Evening service 
where I preached at 6:30; Returned to their 
house, sat talking till 11 p. m. 


Monday, October 29. 


Said good bye to Mr. and Mrs Bailey after 
breakfast and went over the river to Elm 
Street, visited the 5 and 10 cent store. Made 
a few purchases, came to Derry on the noon 
train, Plumbers put in two low radiators 
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and started a fire in the steam-heater. Col- 
lected some rent of Mr. Pinkham and Mrs. 
Manning in the afternoon. Went to bed 
early. 


Tuesday, October 30. 


Attended St. Mark’s Lodge at night, was 
J. D. to prepare Dr. Newell and Bert 
Stearns for F. C. degree. Large attendance. 
Banquet at the close. Speeches. I talked on 
Masonry as a liberal education. The steps 
of it progressive. 

The mysteries of one degree cleared up 
in aubsequent work. The character of the 3 
degree that would appear in higher degrees.

Wednesday, October 31.

Read an English paper “Church 
Times,” sent by Rev. Hobert V. Johnson, 
of Merrow Rectory, Guilford, England. 


Friday, November 2. 


Steam-heat through the night. The plant 
seems to be satisfactory, Went to West Der- 
ry, collected Jennie’s rent $22., thence to 
farm. Mr. Alexander was there, cutting 
wood in the shed. Rain fell for a large part 
of the day, there was snow on the ground 
until noon. 

Returned by the West Derry office. Home 
for supper. Mr. Chase with me in the eve- 
ning. 


Saturday, November 5. 


Otis manages the steam heat with much 
trouble, we have to open the doors and cool 
off. Spent part of the day, writing a sermon, 
finished it about dinner time. 

Robert Gilman drove up to the door with 
Mrs. W. D. Gilman and baby, the baby will 
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be baptized to-morrow, if the day is favor. 
able. Walter Lewis’s daughter brought a 
month’s rent to-night, right on time, seven 
dollars, 


Sunday, November 4,

At Adams Memorial Hall, there was a 
grand rally and lecture on temperance in 
connection with the election of Tuesday 
next. 


Monday, November 5. 


Went riding with Russell, visited two 
cemeteries in Londonderry, to see graves of 
ancestors. After dinner, went riding with 
Jennie, Attended Bank meeting at 4 p. m., 
9 trustees present, took supper with mother. 

At night with Russell, attended church 
meeting at Dr. Bells, annual election of offi- 
cers, delegate to Convention chosen. Bp. E. 
M. Parker and Rev. J. C, Flanders were at 
meeting. 
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Tuesday, November 6. 

Otis registered last night, we walked to 
Hast Derry at ten and cast votes for Govern-— 
or and all the other men voted, no license.

No report as yet on other 
matters, 

Walter Hill voted the Socialist ticket, Otis 
the Prohibition and I Democratic. 

Wednesday, November 7. 

John Davis Jr. called this morning, he 
wants a loan of $550. on his new house, 

Went to farm, carried Jennie to Mrs. Ethel 
Adams house, came by my house, took shot 
gun, went back to farm, hunted, shot one 
partridge. 

Dinner with mother. Jennie went to city, 
came back 5 p. m. I took the team for her 
let her drive home alone. Alexander was 
there to care for the horse, I came home for 
supper, 

Thursday, November 8. 

Went to West Derry, wrote mortgage and 
for John C. Davis Jr., loaned him 550.00 on 
his house and lot, his father and mother en- 
dorsed hig note. Attended chapter meeting 
in evening, worked M. M. M. on two candid- 
ates, both of Hampstead. Slow work. 
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Although Dr. Barker was there, I had to 


help him out, he was cold from 17 miles 
ride and sat by the stove, 


Friday, November 9. 


Had partridge pie for dinner. The cooking 
was fairly well attended to by Russell. 

Went to farm in afternoon, drove to West 
Derry with Jennie, visited the new church, 
found a tenant moving out. Let the vacant 
house for two dollars more on a month. 

Took tea with mother. Came home, went 
with Russell and Otis to supper. Central 
society’s 25c chicken supper. 

Russell played with Miss Alice Chase, 
violin piano. 


Saturday, November 10. 


Otis went to the farm to work to-day, 
after tending the steam-heater. It ran ali 
day, without further aitention. I began a 
sermon in the morning and finished it about 
two o’clock. Russell practiced an hour this 
afternoon. 

I went to West Derry and found Joseph. 
DeCourcy moving his furniture out of my 
house. and Mr. Grogans of Rochester would 
like to move in. 
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Sunday, November 11. 


Cloudy morning. Russell and I went to_ 
church, good number present, conducted 
service and preached at 10:45, Russell came 
home on electric car. I remained for Sunday 
school, conducted Bible class, It began to 
rain. Gave notice, that if the rain continued 
there would be no evening service. Borrow- 
ed an umbrella or rather Mr. Cyrus Butrick 
offered it to me, and came home in rain. 
Rain and snow continued. 


Monday, November 12. 


Rain fell during the night, and still falls. 
Otis attends to the steam heating of the 
house, Russell looks after our wants in the 
food lines, we had mutton for dinner. Went 
to West Derry in afternoon. Found key to 
tenement occupied by the DeCourcys, Mrs. 
Manning will go into this and pay eleven a 
month. Probably a Mr. Bourget will take 
her tenement and pay me ten a month. 


Tuesday, November 13. 

Went to Manchester at 9:45. Attended the 
meeting of Grand Chapter of R. A. M. Lun- 
-ched at Masonic Hall 12 a. m. Saw worked 
M. M. M.; P. M., and M. BE. M. and had din- 
ner there at 6 p. m. Saw worked R, A. M. 
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degree and closed. Went thence to Rev. C. 
R. Baileys, there over night and to break-. 


fast. Enjoyed the trip and the company at 
both places. 


Wednesday, November 14. 


Home on the noon train after making 
some purchases in the city. 

Dinner at home with Russell and Otis. 
Went to farm after dinner. Took Jennie out, 
drove about, saw the new church. Received 
salary of treasurer S. H. Bell. Took supper 
with mother, came home at 6 p.m. Mr. C. 
B. Chase sat with me talking during the 
evening. 


Thursday, November 15. 


Remained at home in the forenoon, after 
dinner called at the bank, at the shoeshop 
on §S. P. Tewksbury, on John C. Davis, on 
Christopher O’Hara. Snow began to fall 
about 3 p.m. with east wind. 

Russell picked over the apples and Otis 
carried them down into the cellar. 

Russell went to the farm in the morning, 
returning on the noon car by West Derry. 
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Friday, November 16. 

Spent the morning, writing on a copy of 
a Council Ritual, mostly a one-letter cipher. 
After dinner went by postoffice at West 
Derry and carried the mail to mother and 
sister. Spent an hour with them, did not 
ride out on account of snow on the ground 
and chill and wind in the air. Returned be- 
fore supper, copied some more Council Rit- 
ual and read it over with C. B. Chase. 


Saturday, November 17. 

Attended to the mail first. Commenced a 
sermon about nine o'clock, did not complete 
it until afternoon. Subject chosen with ref- 
erence to the season of the church year, near 
the beginning of another year. 

Spent considerable time at riding with 
John Anderson. Went to the West Derry 
postoffice, got a 20 lb. bag of sugar. 


Sunday, November 18. 

Russell and I both attended service at 
West Derry at 10:45. I conducted service 
and preached. Remained at the Sunday 
school, assisted in opening and closing, also 
heard the recitation of the Bible class. 
There was no service at night on account of

Paul’s Ch. Attended also Missionary meet- 
ing at church 7:20 p. m., vested choir, ad- 
dress by Mr. Littell from China, very fine 
address. The ceremonies of this church at 
any public function, all fine, beautiful. 
Both Bishops present and most of the clergy 
men of the diocese. Six candles lighted on 
the alter model Bishops service. 


Wednesday, November 21. 
Attended early celebration of Holy Com- 
munion at St. Paul’s church. Bishop Niles 
celebrant, Bishop Parker present and all the 
clergymen, and lay delegates to the conven-

She made 
calls. I sat in carriage. We visited the new 
church, saw Mr. Grant, at work shingling the 
east end of church. Took supper with moth- 
er, came home at six o’clock,, copied ritual 
till bed time. 
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Saturday, November 24. 


Worked all the morning, putting on tlie 
storm windows and doors to the piazzas,, 
and after dinner until 3:30, when John W. 
Anderson came along and took me driving, 
a man called on me in the morning about 
renting a house. Mrs. Lewis and two daugh- 
ters came in the afternoon to see if I would 
furnish paper and paint for their house. 
I gave them an order on Pillsbury and Neal. 


Sunday, November 25. 


Attended church at West Derry, but did 
not preach, Rev. J. C. Flanders preached, 
Went down to see the new church before I 
came home to dinner. Attended evening 
service also Mr, Flanders preaching. The 
day has been fair and beautiful. The church 
-_ gervices were well attended especially in the 
morning. And the children were at Sunday 
School in good numbers. 


Monday, November 26. 

Arose to see George A. Martin at 7 o’clock. 
Let him have the house that Mrs, E. BE. Man 
ning vacated. The day is rainy. Spent the 
entire day at home. 
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A Mr. Gove came at night.to see if I would 
perform a marriage for him. He is of the 
Raymond Goves., Otis visited Prof. C. S.. 
Campbell to learn something about manag- 
ing steam-heaters. 


Tuesday, November 27. 


Remained at home, weather unsettled. 
Attended St. Marks at night M. M. d. work- 
ed on Dr. Henry W. Newell and Bert B. 
Stearns, acted as J. D. There was a banquet 
at the end, work lasted till 11:30, leaving a 
short time for the supper. 

Came home and sat talking with Mr. 
Chase half an hour, to bed at 12:30. 


Wednesday, November 28. 

Rode to the farm with John W. Anderson 
in the morning, carry the farm mail. There 
is Some snow on the ground. It is arranged 
that we go to the farm to-morrow, Thanks- 
giving. I married a couple in the evening

Thursday, November 29. 


We three Russell, Otis and I walked up to 
the farm this Thanksgiving day. Mother and 
sister were prepared to give us a fine din- 
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ner. There were divers dishes: Stewed 
chicken, pork, dressing, potatoes, cranber- 
ries, sweet potatoes, bread butter, mince pie, 
and tapioca pudding, postum. I ate of every 
dish bountifully and served the others, We 
sang old national songs and hymns, and 
came home about 4 p. m, | . 

Friday, November 30. 

Spent a good part of the day in writing 

a sermon, went to Bank and arranged for 
payment of taxes in Derry. At night, At- 
tended preliminary meeting of Mt. Nebo 
Council No. 15. We went through the form 
of opening and closing, and talked over the 
event of Installation which is to come next 
Monday night when the Grand Officers will 
be here for entertainment. 

Saturday, December 1. 


Went to farm with John Anderson's horse, 
Russell with me, she returned the horse. 
Then I went to West Derry with Jennie to 
get money for mother’s taxes. Went to 
mother’s for dinner, and then back to depot, 
found the Treasurer at Adam’s Memorial 
Hall and two selectmen. I paid my Derry 
tax $158.66, Mother’s 115.60, Jennie’s small. 
Came home at night, corrected my sermon 
and went to bed in good time. 
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Sunday, December 2. 

Russell and I were at church at West Der 
ry. I gave Holy Communion and preached — 
the sermon. Remained at Sunday school, 
assisted in exercises and led the Bible class. 
Came home at 1:30, Russell had dinner 
ready. Walter HE. Hill and Emily F. Hall were 
here, calling in afternoon. Supper at 5:30 
Gave Evening Prayer and preached at 6:30 
p. m., home again at 8:15. 

Monday, December 3. 


Light snow on ground. Grand Council in- 
stalled 9 officers of our new Mt. Nebo Coun- 
cil in M. Hall. There were 14 visitors and 14 
Derry members present, a fine turkey ban- 
quet was served at 7 p. m. Installation fol- 
iowed. Officers T. M. John C. Chase, D. M. 
Jesse G, MacMurphy, P. C. O. W. Arthur M. 
Emery, Treas. Fred J. Shepard, Rec. James 
A. Pollard, C. of G. Land B. Hardy, C. of C. 
Chas. B. Chase, Steward Herbert F. Tib- 
betts, Sent., George A. Webster. 


Tuesday, December 4. 

Cold morning. Spent the afternoon bet- 
ween West Derry and the farm, found moth- 
er and sister well but complaining of the 
cold. Read a notice of burning Pelham 
Town Hall on Nov. 29. Building once a place 
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of worship. I remember it as an old fashion- 
ed meeting house, sounding board over the 
pulpit, square pews, gallery on three sides, 
etc, Emily Hall here to see about disposing 
of uncle Ed.’s things. 
Wednesday, December 5. 

Remained at home, writing on a new coun- 
cil Ritual. The day has been rather dull and 
inclined to rain. Alvin J. Seavey died at 
West Derry this morning of apoplexy, was 
on his wagon with a load of milk, taken 
into Hood’s office. Doctors called to no pur- 
pose. John Anderson took me driving into 
Londonderry, found it very cold riding. 


Thursday, December 6. 
Remained at home. The weather still wet 
and unpleasant. Mr, Chase bought three tick- 
ets for the “Frogs of Windham.” Two of 
them I took of him for myself and Russell. 
Prof. Angell says he has been trying to 
get his acetylene on the market, fighting 
Insurance companies for the past eight 
years and starving feels rather discouraged. 


Friday, December 7. 
Spent the morning, writing upon a new 
sermon, finished it at 2:30 p. m. 
Mrs. Charles Huntee called to say she is 
going with us to hear the “Frogs of Wind- 
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ham” to-night. Mr, Chase and Mrs. Huntee, 
Russell and I started for the Opera at 7:15 


p. m., went over on Electrics. Enjoyed the i 


Opera 60 persons in the cast, very elaborate 
costumes. Came home at 11. Hot chocolate 
and ginger snaps and bed. 


Saturday, December 8. 


Cold weather, water pipe froze in the sink 
last night down to the floor. Steam-heater 
must be kept up to 212 degrees to form 
steam, there may bea good fire and no steam 
Otis ig not very competent to manage any- 
thing, too hot on warm days and too cold on 
cold days. Sermon ready for to-morrow. 
Made some additions to it to-day, notes, ete. 
Remained about home all day. 


Sunday, December 9. 


Cold weather, Russell and I. went to 
Church, gave Morning Prayer and sermon, 
Came home, leaving Edward Powell to open 
Sunday school. Had an early dinner, went 
with Masons, Hastern Star and Grange to 
attend the funeral of Alvin J. Seavy. Acted 
as chaplain for Masonic services in church 
at East Derry. Large attendance of 
relatives, and orders. Came home at 4 p. m. 
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Monday, December 10. 


Snow storm in progress to-day, not yet 
deep, but continuous. 

After dinner, visited Sweezeys, Girards, 
aud Mannings for rent, collected $27.00. 

At home, wrote on my inventory of prop- 
erty, making out about half of the list. 

Warmer to-day. Much mail of an advert- 
ising kind, coming to house. Russell and I 
sang a while by the piano at night. 


Tuesday, December 11. 


Beautiful day and good sleighing. Sent 
check to Holmes & Wheeler for coal $13.98 
and to Christian Herald for paper and pre- 


mium $3. im , atternoon, 4. p.....m, 
went with Russell to Mrs. F. @QG. 
Bensons to practice Christmas 


music with the children of the S. S.Had a 
good practice, brought bread on way back. 
Got malted milk and chocolate at Dr. Bells 
store. 


Wednesday, December 12. 


Attended to letters in the forenoon. After 
dinner went to the farm, taking the mail. 
visited them an hour, then drove to the 
depot with sister, looked at the new church, 
went into the bank, attended to shopping, 
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returned to farm, sleighing fine. Talked 
more with mother, took tea with her and 
Jennie, came home at 6, visited Mr. C. B. 
Chase in his room. 


Thursday, December 13. 


Attended to letters in the forenoon, went 
to West Derry after dinner, made some 
collections, saw John C. Davis at shoeshop. 
At night attended meeting of R. A. M., assist- 
ed as Scribe and organist. P. M. degrees and 
M. &. M. worked on Little and Titcomb 
of Hampstead, good attendance, light re- 
freshment afterwards at the hall. 


Friday, December 14. 

John Anderson came with horse and sleigh 
Russell and I went to depot for supplies 
and John remained here reading till we re- 
turned. John took me _ driving. I met 
John C. Davis and son at Shutes, loaned 
the former $300, and the latter $250 on mort- 
gage. Went to farm and drove out with 
sister after dinner. 

Returned then, came home for supper, 
talked with C. B. Chase all the evening. 


Saturday, December 15. 
Finished and corrected my sermon that 
I began on Thursday, adding notes on St. 
John the Baptist patron of Masonry. 
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Rained about all day. Russell and I sang 
a number of songs by the organ. The 
Grand Lodge meets this year in Manchester 
on St. John the Evangelist day. The Com- 
mandery holds a service at Manchester on 
Christmas Day 11 a. m.

Sunday, December 16.

Came home for 
dinner at 1:30 p. m. Supper at 5:45, both 
of us went again to church,, where I gave 
Prayer and preached the sermon. Roads 
were slippery with glaring ice. 


Monday, December 17. 


Remained at home in the _ forenoon. 
After dinner went by postoffice at West 
Derry, carried the farm mail to mother and 
sister, spent the afternoon with them, ar- 
ranged to help Jennie to go to the State 
grange at Concord to-morrow. Russell 
may go with her and I remained with moth- 
er over night, came home for supper at 
six o’clock. 
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Tuesday, December 18. 


Went to the farm in the morning, took 
dinner there, carried Jennie to the station 
for two o’clock train. She and Russell 
went to Concord to attend State Grange. 
I] returned to farm with the team. Had sup- 
per with mother and wag there for the night. 
Night pretty cold, protected the plants at 
the windows by placing newspapers be- 
hind them. 


Wednesday, December 19. 


Breakfast and dinner with mother, talked 
over old acquaintances of Pelham, &c. 

Went to station at 3:30 p.m. Russell and 
Jennie came on train from Concord. Took 
Jennie home and heard her story of the 
trip and crowd she saw at the State Grange.

Thursday, December 20.

In the afternoon went with Russell to Mrs.

Car- 
ried a bag of oranges. Went to West Derry 
on car and returned at 5:05. Sang a lit- 
tle by the organ in the evening. Mr. Chase 
called in at nine o’clock and talked and 
read the news. 

Saturday, December 22. 

Charles A. Burnham here in the forenoon, 
gave him balance of years interest on his 
wife’s legacy. 

S. P. Tewksbury was here, copied his acct. 
for nearly two years on his bond, balance 
due me $221.50. 

Went to farm to see mother and sister 
in afternoon. Mr. Jones there repairing 
the long hall clock. Sang with Russell in 
the evening for an hour by the organ. 

Sunday, December 23. 

New snow on ground and falling. Rus- 
sell and I attended church, came home be- 
fore Sunday school, for dinner. I went to 
evening service.
